It was found that the entire
ward presented a much cleaner aspect, and
ash piles had been removed that had not
been touched for months. Sewer-plpe- s were
being cleaned in several places and the rear
jarda were much more cleanly.

More than sixty-fiv- e families have already
In the movement for Improving their

omes and surroundings for the coming
summer by planting seeds and growing'
plants to beautify their places.

One tenement house, located at the corner
of Mullanphy and Second streets, in which
nine families were living, was in a very
rundown condition. In two rooms a large
family qf children were found with the
mother sick and two of the children 111.

In the court at the rear of the tenement
houses at No. 1103 North Broadway, where
Miss Long has her headquarters In the So-
cial Settlement Association, great improve-
ment was noticed. The ash bin had been
turned down, the ashes hauled away andcarpenters were busy erecting new rails
around porches o erlooking the court.

It Is to indiico the tenements to desire
these Improvements that the Ivague Is ear-
ning on this sort of work. President
Leighton, In speaking of the work, said:

"The most encouraging feature is the
fact that the people of the district here
are with us In such a friendly
